of the CIO for being Red-domin­ 
ated.

IN TENNEY REPORT
They claimed that the name 

"Cora Johnson," which appeared 
on another letter passed out in 
Torrance last week was the 
same name as that of a woman 
who ran for Assembly on thc 
Independent Progressive Parly 
ticket.
